celience in any art, and honorably entertained them,” hav- 
ing leen fome of the works of Bellini, was fo charmed 
therewith, (not imagining how a man could: accomplith 
performances fo divine), that he wre to Venice for the 
Repubirc wo fend the ariift to him, that he might fee him 
wok, 

The hiftorian obferves, that on his arrival, he made @ 
portrait of ‘he Sultan, and other fine pi€tures, which bis 
highoels was much pleafed with. He painted. among 
other fubjeéts, the Decollation of St. Joho Baptitt, and the 
Empere the mck was.too high and too lorge 
when feparaed from the head ; and, to convince the pain- 
¢r of this, be called for a flave, had his head inflanily cut 
off, and bide Bellini obferve, that the neck, when difiew 
ered from che head, naturally thrank, and became extreme 
ly fmall The painter was fo aftouithed, to frightened 
with this cruel aud ho: ible rranfa@ion, cat he never could 
be eafy vill he obtamed The Emprror, 
however prefented tim with rich gilts, putting bimfelf a 
gold chain about bis neck, (which is 4 tingular mark of 
hovor among the Purks) and feat him back to Venice woh 
letters of secommendation to the Republic, from which he 
received a confiderable penfion duriag his life.
